m urder of his 
wife Bridget, 
at their 
home in E ast Boston on Jan. 26, last, 
ended last night in a verdict of m urder 
in the second degree, and the prisoner 
w as sentence! to life imprisonment in 
the 
state prison before Judge Hardy. 
The case has been on trial since Mon­ 
day morning. ± long array of witnesses 
for the go vee Amen t testified to Kilroy’s 
drinking habits and his cruelty to 
his 
wife, and the defendant’s little d au g h ­ 
ter testified th a t on 
the night before 
her m other’s death her father jumped 
on 
the woman and 
brutally beat her. 
In 
his own 
defence, 
Kilroy swore 
th a t he did not beat his wife, th a t on 
the night before her death she was in­ 
toxicated: th at she left home early 
in 
the 
evening and returned about m id­ 
night when he was in bed; th at he was 
aw akened by her groans and found bel­ 
lying Intoxicated on the floor, bleeding 
from bruises on her face and body and 
unconscious, and that when she regain­ 
ed 
consciousness 
she 
staggered and 
fell across a coal hod. which accounted 
for the injuries which resulted in her 
death. 
The direct evidence in the case was 
concluded T hursday but two or three 
witnesses were heard In rebuttal yes- 
day. 
W hen they 
had finished. L aw ­ 
yer W. W. Doherty made his plea for 
the 
prisoner. 


Ile said he would not ask 
the jury 
to accept Kilroy’s story, for it was im­ 
probable, but 
asked them 
to believe 
that it 
was not Kilroy 
the m an who 
killed his wife, but Kilroy the maniac, 
crazed by liquor, which had become his 
master. 
A ssistant District Sughrue on behalf 
of 
the governm ent asked the 
jury to 
bring in a verdict of guilty of m urder 
in the first degree. 
Judge H ard y then asked the prisoner 
if he wished to say an y th in g further in 
his own behalf and 
Kilroy answered: 
“I nm 
innocent,” and 
turning to the 
jury said: ” 1 ain innocent, gentlem en.” 
Judge De Courcey, who has been sit­ 
ting 
with 
Judge H ard y 
during 
the 
trial, then charged the jury. 
At 4.25 
the jury 
retired for deliberation 
and 
with the exception of three-quarters of 
an hour for supper, they were in con­ 
tinuous session until 10.25 p. in., when 
they came into court. 
When their finding 
had been made 
known, Judge H ardy asked the prison­ 
er the usual query, 
“w hether he had 
anything to say to the verdict.” 
As before. Kilroy replied “ I am not 
guilty,” 
showing 
not 
the 
slightest 
trace of feeling as he pronounced the 
words. 
At the court’s order the clerk 
then read the sentence which was that 
the 
prisoner 
he 
confined 
in 
state 
prison for the rest of his n atural life, 
the first day in solitary confinement.

MISS GRADY S U R PR ISE D . 


The price of lobsters at wholesale is 
now about 15 cents a pound, the high­ 
est in the m emory of the oldest lob- 
sterm an. 
At one time tills season it 
was as low as seven cents a 
pound, 
which was the lowest It had been in 
six years, the growing scarcity of lob­ 
sters having caused the price to go 
up. 
When lobsters were bringing only 
seven cents a pound a t wholesale there 
appeared to he no good reason why the 
fishermen should not get more, as lob­ 
sters were scarce. 
When the lohster- 
men found they could get more in New 
York than was being paid here the 
price went up. and finally It became a 
m atter of bidding am ong 
the 
local 
dealers to get lobsters, and the tnar- 
ketm en made a Condition th at 
they 
should get all the fishermen secured. 
This shut off those who had been b u y ­ 
ing at retail from the lobstermen, as 
having agreed to sell their entire catch 
to the wholesalers they had none to 
sell a t retail. 
The lobster season this year is on 
the whole rather better than It 
was 
in 1901. 
The lobstermen 
have 
been 
keeping the law in relation to short 
and seed lobsters, 
especally 
around 
here, and are satisfied that if the law 
is im partially enforced and no short 
lobsters are allowed to he sold It will 
he bettor for everybody. 
All that the 
lobsterm en ask in this respect is that 
all shall be treated alike. 
There was some feeling am ong the 
Greeks that this short lobster law was 
aimed ('Specially a t them, hut as time 
progressed thane who had 
felt 
that 
way saw 
that the law was really in 
their favor and not against them, and 
was designed to prevent the extinction 
of the lobster fishery. 
The m arkets 
no longer offer short lobsters for sale 
and the short ones cannot be had by 
private individuals or hotel or sum m er 
resort proprietors. 
This means that 
the lobsters are beng allowed to grow 
to the legal limit and to propagate. 
There is a feeling that the Greeks have 
forest; the native-born lobster fishermen 
oat of the business. 
This is hardly tho 
fact In the case for thy native lobstermen 
were gradually dying off or falling away 
from business when the Greeks began to 
catch lobsters. 
The latter made a rcgu- 
lai 
business of it, just as the profes­ 
sional fishermen do, and do not engage in 
lobsterlng as a sort of side Issue. 
They 
are in the business to catch lobsters, and 
they catch them if the lobsters will only 
get into their pots. 
Any one who has 
bien out sailing must have been sur­ 
prised at the great nundK-r of pots that 
are aet wherever the lobsters are and the 
wafer is lit for pots. 
The buoys can he 
seen everywhere—In the bay, off the hay, 
along tin- beaches and even tar to sea. 
Brown's ledge and No Man’s Land are, 
visited by the fishermen, who sometimes 
are away a week on a trip and often have 
to put in for shelter. 
The lobster trade Is also different from 
what it was. 
Once, when lobsters were 
more plentiful, all that were caught off 
here were used here. 
Now there is such 
a demand for lobsters in other places and 
the price is so high. that the fishermen 
could send nil their catch away, leaving 
Newport without lobsters,. 
The Greek fishermen Object 
to 
some 
criticisms made about them, and claim 
that they are a 
part 
of Newport’s per­ 
manent population and a part that has 
no occasion to feel ashamed of 
itself. 
They say they all are 
an Industrious, 
hard-working, sober set, who pay atten­ 
tion to their work and bother nobody, 
They live in their boats when away, like 
other fishermen, but when here live on 
shore. 
They are generally, like other 
fishermen attired lr clothing thnt Is stat­ 
ed for their business, hut when oCCnMon 
comes they run appear in good clothing 
and make an entirely different appear­ 
ance from that presented when working j 
about their boats. 
These craft are all 
g< oil boats, well fitted out and carefully 
locked after and kept up. despite the hard 
work they are put to, and are owned by 
the fishermen. 
The lobster season is about over for 
this year, as few are now being caught. 
The close season will bug In November 15, 
and already some of the Greeks have giv­ 
en up fishing, es there is little money in 
It. 
Some have gone away for a vaca­ 
tion, and some have g o n e back to their 
native country to visit friends, as they 
occasionally do.

great disadvantage us

to 
those of their larger competitors. Many 
of the sm aller m ills and factories will 
be closed altogether aud some others 
may be run at a loss, and thousands of 
w age-earuers will lie thrown out o'f em ­ 
ployment. 
Yet In the face of the fam ine prices 
of beef, coal, and other trust products 
the Republican party 
of 
M assachu­ 
setts refuses to consider the m eans of 
relief. 
President Roosevelt Is stren­ 
uously striving ta end the coal strike 
by arbitrary m eans before tho election, 
thereby showing that the 
Republican 
adm inistration realizes that tile people 
of the country w ill hold it responsible 
for the present deplorable 
situation.

As Carried Out in the 


Schools 


The Journnl of Education says thnt In 
scale cities a rt teaching has taken a live­ 
ly turn by having the pupils design wall 
paper. 
These are cities where there are 
wi;ll paper manufactories, who offer cash 
prizes for the hest designs, and who ar*' 
ti ady to buy nil designs that are avail­ 
able. 
Tho Journal of Education says: 
"The manufacturers say 
they 
get a 
un iter variety and more popular de­ 
signs than when they are made by their 
regulation maker of designs, and that it 
is well worth their while to encourage all 
the children to Improve their taste In tills 
regard, as it afreets the household as well 
us the child. 
Incidentally, it helps the 
children to earn an honest dollar In con­ 
nection with school work, which is de­ 
sirable,” 
What the people who rail ut fads In 
tin public schools would say to a situa­ 
tion Ilk' this, we can hardly say off hand. 
As most of these people, however, are apt 
to apply the test of tile dollar, presum­ 
ably most of them would acknowledge tho 
propriety ani value of such art teaching 
us buds to the securing of 
tho dollur 
through the agency of wall paper designs. 
Whether they would concede any more is 
uncertain. 
However, there are many other direc­ 
tions in which art teaching may bring 
forth utilitarian results, even if the dol­ 
lars arc not as Immediately forthcoming 
as In the wall paper cities, 
We have in 
this city several industries into which tho 
element of artistic design enters largely. 
Our principal industry- tluit of 
cotton 
manufacturing—off* is wide acone, and is 
gi ins to ofter wider scope for the exploit­ 
ation of the artistic. 
Fancy weaves of 
many varieties call for designs of high 
qt ality and lf our Industry Is to continuo 
and is to continuo prosperous there can 
he na retrogression. 
In truth, the salva­ 
tion of all the cotton industry of 
tho 
north is entirely in making the bent goods 
that the world eau make. 
lf we produce 
fine cottons, they must he tho finest; lf 
we produce delicate fabrics, they must 
ho the most delicate; lf beauty of design 
and pattern Is called for, nothing but 
the mod beautiful will do. 
That Is tho 
test of the ability ot New England to 
keep this Industry—and it is a test which 
will he remorselessly applied to the fac­ 
tories in the city of New Bedford. Mana­ 
gers and superintendents and treasurers 
and boards of directors might say, or act 
th< saying, that the present conditions 
will last as long as they do, and that tho 
future must look out for Itself. 
But no 
such attitude would be worthy of them 
nor of this city; and few of them, we be­ 
lieve, will have the hardihood to assume 
it.

to hold the im portant strategic point 
o f Tenerife, 
on 
the 
M agdeale river. 
Where he 
has mounted cannon. 
The 
fiver at. Tenerife is narrow and transit 
on It is 
completely blocked and 
will 
rem ain so as long as the revolutionises 
hold their position. 
It will be difficult, 
however, for them to hold Tenerife un 
less they are well provisioned with all 
the necessaries of w arfare, as that part 
of 
the 
country 
cannot 
support an 
arm y. 
If Gen. Uribe 
Uribe succeeds 
In holding 
Tenerife there can be

Admiral Casey 
of the United 
States 
battleship 
Wisconsin has 
adopted a 
position of the strictest neutrality. The 
American adm iral has notified the gov

whatever, regardless of rank or arm s 
or am m unition will be allowed to travel 
or be conveyed by rail across the lsth 
nms without the special permission of 
the American com m anding officer.

o nstrated its usefulness arid Importance 
in the community. 
A fter the erection 
of the first building there was 
some 
controversy about the wisdom of plac­ 
ing another one 
n ear 
It. 
Another 
building was necessary, but m any were 
of the opinion that it should be placed 
a t a distance from the first. 
But this 
was not done, and now It. Is seen how 
advantageous It is to have 
all 
the 
schools close together. 
A Hun reporter recently visited this 
Institution, and won 
highly 
pleased 
with everything in the buildings. 
An 
inspection by visitors will 
show 
re ­ 
m arkably 
good 
work being accom ­ 
plish by the boys, under the direction 
and supervision of the capable offi­ 
cers and teachers 
in 
charge. 
The 
very first thing that 
Impresses 
one 
upon entering the buildings and being 
conducted 
by an attendant through 
each room, is the scrupulous cleanli­ 
ness 
and precision th at prevails ev ­ 
erywhere. and is observable in every 
nook and corner of the Institution. 
One knows that all this cleanliness 
and order mean work for 
somebody 
arui visitors are told that all of the 
work Is, done by the boys, under c a re ­ 
ful supervision. 
The floors, staircases, 
reception rooms, dormitories nnd every 
part of the buildings show the result of 
great painstaking. 
T ruant and unruly 
while enrolled at their home schools, 
the boys here are under strict disci­ 


pline; firm, yet with no visible 
ele­ 
ments of imprisonment. 
They 
are 
taught to do useful work, 
they 
are 
obliged 
to do it well, and the training 
arid practice that they 
obtain 
while 
here leave enduring m arks upon their 
whole afterlife. 
This is the testim ony of the superin­ 
tendent of the schools of this city, and 
of the principals of the schools from 
which the majority of the boys carne 
to the tru an t school. 
They testify that 
the moral and educational tone of this 
school is of the best, as well as the 
advantages of practical training that 
the boys receive. 
Those men are in a position to know, 
for they know about the boys’ records 
before being sent to the school, 
and 
have observed the difference in their 
behavior after being released. 
Could these boys have 
the 
sam e 
privileges of environm ent and tra in ­ 
ing after being returned to their homes 
they would prove to be as good and in ­ 
dustrious boys aa are found anywhere; 
but because tHfy often look these s u r­ 
roundings when released 
from 
the 
school, they sometim es lapse Into in ­ 
difference and disobedience again. 
Agent 
McDonald of the state board 
of education in hts report 
upon 
his 
visit to the county tru an t school, has 
only the highest praise for the officers 
and the beneficent 
work the 
school is 
doing. 
H e speaks not only of the In­ 
dustrial departm ent, but says that the 
educational work of the school is of as 
high a standard as that of any of the 
city schools. 
H e 
congratulates 
tho 
m anagem ent upon 
their 
practice 
of j 
keeping the idea of im prisonm ent as 


much in the background as possible 
and developing the best instincts of the 
pupils, instead of m aking the idea of 
punishm ent so prominent and odious 
as to m ake the boys worse than they 
were when they came there; a result 
that is seen in the so-called training 
of many industrial schools. 
There are now upw ards of 125 in 
mates of this institution, and its c a ­ 
pacity is taxed almost to its full ex 
tent. The 
boys do all kinds of house 
work, 
agricultural 
work, 
m ake 
all 
their own 
clothes, 
and attend school 
four and three-fourths hours a day 
An interesting 
organization, which 
certainly deserves to be counted am ong 
the educational features of the school 
Is the brass band, to which the boys 
esteem it a privilege to belong. 
They 
play surprisingly well, and show that 
this Is one thing at least of 
which 
they do not easily tire. 
They some 
times go out to furnish music for en ­ 
tertainm ents and enjoy this much. 
Mr. McDonald says th a t “if anyone 
thinks th a t the pupils get the 
same 
profit from the other county schools, 
he would do well 
to 
visit the 
three 
schools and see for himself how much 
better off the boys are in the cheapest 
school of the three.” 
The net cost to 
the county of the Middlesex school is 
$11,526.89. 
Though the excellence of this school 
is beyond dispute, of the best, still the 
average boy would rath er not be found 
there; 
for although the m anagem ent 
endeavors to m ake the term of punish­ 
ment for tru an cy and disobedience as 
lenient and 
beneficial 
as 
possible, 
there probably Is not a boy anyw here 
that would not rath er have his free­ 
dom than be obliged to live in constant 
restraint, which of course is the prime 
ob lect in bringing the boys there. 
The 
principals of the schools 
from 
which the bad boys are sent, speak in 
highest term s of praise of Mr. W arren, 
the superintendent, and his 
hum ane 
method of conducting the school.

The navy list o f ' January I, 190S

fact In the ease for the native lobBtertncn 
were gradually dying off or falling away 
from business when the Greeks began to 
catch lobsters. 
The latter m ade a regu­ 
lar business of it. Ju n as the profes­ 
sional fishermen do, and do not engage* in 
l o i t e r i n g as a sort of side issue. 
They 
are in tile business to catch lobsters, and 
tin y catch them lf the lobsters will only 
get into their pots. 
Any o w who has 
been out sailing must have bern su r­ 
prised at the great num ber of pots th at 
are set wherever the lobsters are and the 
w ater is fit for pots. 
The buoys can be

could send all their catch away, leaving 
Newport without lobsters. 
The Greek fishermen object 
to

criticisms made about them, and claim 
th at they are a 
part 
of N ew port’s per- 
m anent population and a part that has 
no occasion to feel asham ed of 
its**lf. 
They say they all tire 
an industrious, 
ha rd-v #s I; inc, sober set. who pay a tten ­ 
tion to their work and bother nobody. 
They live in their boats when away, like 
other fishermen, but when here live on 
shore- 
They are generally, like oth’-r 
fishermen attired in clothing th at is suit­ 
ed for their business, but when occasion 
comes they can appear I ti good clothing 
and m ake an entirely different appear­ 
ance from that presented when w’orklug 
about their boats. 
These craft are all 
g. od boats, well fitted out and carefully 
looked a fter and kept up. despite the hard 
work they are put to, and are owned by 
th** fishermen. 
The lobster season in about over for 
this year, as few are now being caught. 
The clos** season will begin November 15, 
and already some of the Greeks have giv­ 
en up fishing, as there is little money in 
it. 
Some have gone awny for a vaca­ 
tion and some have goto 
back to t h« lr 
native country to visit friends, us they 
occasionally do.

has mounted cannon.

river at Tenerife is narrow and transit

reso rt proprietors. 
T his m e a n s th a t 
th e lobsters are beng allowed to grow 
to th e legal limit an d to prop agate. 
There is a feeling th at the Greeks have 
forced the native-born lobster fishermen 
out of th< business. 
This Is h a rd ly 'th e 
fact In the case for th e native lobstertnOn 
were gradually dying off or falling awny 
from business when tile Greeks began ti* 
catch lobsters. 
The latter made a regu­ 
lar business of it, just as the profes­ 
sional fishermen do, and do not engage Iii 
l o i t e r i n g as a sort of side Issue. 
They 
are in the business to ratch lobsters, and 
they cat' h them if the lobsters will only 
get into their pots. 
Any one W’ho has 
been out sailing must have been s u r­ 
prised at the great num ber of pots th a t 
are set wherever the lobsters are and the 
w ater is fit for pots. 
The buoys run be 
seen everywhere —In the bay, off the bay, 
along the beaches and even far to sea. 
’Brow n’s ledge and No M an’s Band are 
visited by the fishermen, wlio sometimes 
are aw ay a week on a trip and often have 
to put in for shelter. 
The lobster trade is also different from 
w hat it was. 
Once, when lobsters were 
more plentiful, all th at were caught off 
here wee* used here. 
Now7 there is such 
a dem and for lobsters in other places anti 
the price is so high, that the Asherim n 
could send all their catch aw ay, leaving 
Newport without lobsters. 
T ho Greek fishermen object 
to 
s o m e 
criticisms made about them , and claim 
th at they are a 
part 
of N ewport's per­ 
m anent population and a part that has 
no occasion to fee! asham ed of 
itself. 
They say they all are 
an industrious, 
hard-working, sober set, who pay a tte n ­ 
tion to their work and bother nobody. 
They live in their boats when away, like 
other fishermen, but when here live on 
shore. 
They are generally, like other 
fishermen attired in clothing th a t is suit­ 
ed for their business, but when occasion 
comes they can appear in good clothing 
and m ake an entirely different a p p ea r­ 
ance from th at presented when working 
about their boats. 
These craft are all 
good boats, well fitted out and carefully 
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looked after and k^pt up. despite the hard 
work they are pu t to, and are owned by 
the fishermen. 
The lobster season is about over for 
this year, as few a^e now being caught. 
The close season will begin November 15, 
and air* adv some of the Greeks have giv­ 
en up fishing, as there is little money in 
It. 
Some have gone aw ay for a v aca­ 
tion. and some have gone hack to their 
native country to visit friends, as they 
occasionally do.

To 
be sure, the B oston E levated railroad 
has offered 10,000 tons of soft coal to 
be sold at a low’ price and Mayor Col­ 
lin s’s com m ittee h as collected 
about 
$50,000 to be used In relieving distress, 
but the tim e Is at hand w hen the first 
cold snap will firing unspeakable s u f­ 
fering, not only to the poor in Boston, 
but in all Northern cities. 
R elief m eas­ 
ures, how ever well planned, w ill be but 
a drop In the bucket and the R epubli­ 
can policy o f trust protection 
w’HI be 
responsible for the result. 
Already w e 
are told that the death rate from p n eu ­ 
m onia has increased, th a t schools ar© 
short o f fuel, that the lives o f the sick 
in m any hospitals are im perilled, and 
th at bakers threaten to advance th© 
price o f bread on account of th e 
in ­ 
creased cost of production. 
T here is also danger th at 
the 
in­ 
creased cost o f coal will seriously de­ 
moralize the industrial activities o f the 
S tate and cause m any m en to lose their 
situations just at a tim e w hen the cost 
o f living is at the highest. 
T here are 
thousands of plants in M assachusetts 
alone which have little or no coal 
on 
hand and w h o se ow ners, if they get 
fuel a t all, m ust 
pay for it at a rate 
w hich will place their products 
a t a 
great d isadvan tage as 
com pared 
to 
those of their larger competitors. Many 
o f the sm aller mills and factories will 
be closed altogether and som e others 
m ay bo run at a loss, and thousands of 
w age-earners will be throw n out of em ­ 
ploym ent. 
Vet in the face of the fam ine prices 
o f beef, coal, and other trust products 
the R epublican party 
of 
Mussachti** 
setts refuses to consider the m eans o f 
relief. 
P resid ent R oosevelt is stren­ 
uously striving* to end the coal strike 
by arbitrary m eans before the election, 
thereby sh ow in g th a t the 
Republican 
adm inistration realizes that tile people 
o f the country w ill hold it responsible 
for the present deplorable 
situation. 
Borne f e w M assachusetts Republicans 
have been 
honest 
and 
sym pathetic 
enough to b rave th e party 
lash 
and 
declare for Im m ediate turlff revision. 
B u t the party m anagers w hose selfish 
policy has fostered the 
trusts, 
w ho 
have m ad e it possible 
for A m erican 
food products to be sold cheaper 
In 
Europe than to the hungry children of 
N ew England, w ho have occasioned a 
coal strike w hich has brought distress 
to millions 
o f 
homes, 
resulting 
in 
enorm ous economic losses, and threat­ 
ening a great 
social 
disaster— these 
men even now refuse to regard the will 
of the people. 
L ieutenant Governor Hates, in 
the 
face of this great national calam ity, d e­ 
fends the coal tax, and Senator Bodge 
defends protection, just as if nothing 
had occurred. 
T he Republican leaders 
attem pt to m aintain that tin* tariff is a

onstrated its usefulness and im portance 
in the com munity. 
A lter the erection 
of the first building there was 
some 
controversy about the wisdom of plac­ 
ing another one 
near 
It, 
Another 
building w as necessary, but m any were 
of the opinion th at it should be placed 
at a distance from the first. 
B ut this 
was not done, and now It is seen how 
advantageous it is to have 
all 
the 
schools close together, 
A Sun reporter recently visited this 
institution, and was 
highly 
pleased 
with everything in the buildings. 
An 
inspection by visitors will 
show 
r e ­ 
m arkably 
good 
work being accom ­ 
plish by the boys. under the direction 
and supervision of the capable 
cers and teachers 
in 
charge. 
The 
very first thing th at 
Impresses 
one 
upon entering the buildings and being 
conducted 
by an atten d an t through 
each room, is the scrupulous cleanli­ 
ness 
and precision that prevails ev ­ 
erywhere, and is observable in every 
nook and corner of the institution. 
One knows th at all this cleanliness 
and order m ean work for 
somebody 
and visitors are told that nil of the 
work is done by the boys, under ca re­ 
ful supervision. 
The floors, staircases, 
reception rooms, dormitories and every 
part of the buildings show tile result of 
great painstaking. 
T ruant and unruly 
while enrolled tit their homo schools, 
the boys here are under strict disci­ 


pline; firm, yet with no visible 
ele­ 
m ents of Imprisonment. 
They 
are 
tau g h t to do useful work, 
they 
are 
obliged 
to do it well, and the training 
and practice th a t they 
obtain 
while 
here leave enduring m arks upon their 
whole afterlife. 
This is the testim ony of the su p erin ­ 
tendent of the schools of this city, and 
of the principals of the schools from 
which the m ajority of the boys came 
to the tru an t school. 
They testify that 
the moral and educational tone of this 
school Is of the best, us well as the 
advantages of practical training that 
the boys receive. 
These men are in a position to know, 
for they know about the boys’ records 
before being sent to the school, 
and 
have observed the difference in their 
behavior a ft cr being released. 
Could these boys have 
the 
sam e 
privileges of environm ent and tra in ­ 
ed!- ing after being returned to their homes 
they would prove to be as good and in ­ 
dustrious boys as are found anyw here; 
but because they often lack these s u r­ 
roundings when released 
from 
the 
school, they som etim es lapse into In­ 
difference and disobedience again. 
Agent 
McDonald of the state board 
of education in his report 
upon 
bis 
visit to the county tru a n t school, has 
only the highest praise for the officers 
m d the beneficent 
work the school Is 
doing. 
Ile speaks not only of the In­ 
dustrial departm ent, but says that the 
educational work of the school is of as 
high a standard as th a t of any of the 
city schools. 
He 
congratulates 
the 
m anagem ent upon 
their 
practice 
of 
keeping the Idea of im prisonm ent aa 


much In the background as possible 
and developing the best instincts of the 
pupils, Instead of m aking the idea of 
punishm ent so prom inent and odious 
as to make the boys worse th an they 
were when they came there; a result 
that is seen in the so-called training 
of m any industrial schools. 
There are now upw ards of 125 in 
m ates of this institution, and its ca 
pacity is taxed alm ost to its full ex 
tent. The 
boys do all kinds of house 
work, 
agricultural 
work, 
m ake 
all 
their own 
clothes, 
and attend school 
four and three-fourths hours a day. 
An interesting 
organization, which 
certainly deserves to be counted am ong 
the educational features of the school 
is the brass band, to which the boys 
esteem it a privilege to belong. 
They 
play surprisingly well, and show that 
this is one thing at least of 
which 
they do not easily tire. 
They some 
times go out to furnish music for en 
tertainm ents and enjoy this much 
Mr. McDonald says th a t “if anyone 
thinks th a t the pupils get the 
sam e 
profit from the other county schools, 
he would do well 
to 
visit the 
three 
schools and see for himself how much 
better off the boys are In the cheapest 
school of the three.’’ 
The net cost to 
the county of the Middlesex school is 
$11,526.89. 
Though the excellence of this school 
is beyond dispute, of the best, still the 
average boy would rath er not be found 
there; 
for although the m anagem ent 
endeavors to m ake the term of punish­ 
ment for truancy and disobedience as 
lenient and 
beneficial 
as 
possible, 
there probably is not a boy anyw here 
that would not rath er have his free­ 
dom th an be obliged to live in constant 
restraint, which of course is the prime 
oh lect in bringing the boys there. 
The 
principals of the schools 
from 
which the bad boys are sent, speak in 
highest term s of praise of Mr. W arren, 
the superintendent, and his 
hum ane 
method of conducting the school.

Any one who has 
been out sailing must

The buoys can lie 
seen everywhere in the buy, off the bay’, 
along the beaches and even far to sea. 
Brow n’s ledge and No Man’s Land are 
visited by the fishermen, who sometimes 
are aw ay a week on a trill and often have 
to put in for shelter. 
The lobster trade is als* different from 
w hat it was. 
Once, when lobsters were 
more plentiful, all th at were caught tiff 
here wert* used here.

The Greek fishermen object 
to

criticisms made about them, and claim 
t h a t’they are a

of N ewport’s per­ 
m anent population and a part th at lias 
no occasion to feel asham ed of 
itself. 
They say they all are 
an industrious, 
hard-working, sober set, who pay atten ­ 
tion to th**ir work and bother nobody’. 
They live in their boats when aw ay, like 
oth er fishermen, but when here live on 
shore. 
They are generally, like other 
fishe rmen attired in clothing th a t is suit­ 
ed for their business, but when occasion 
comes they can appear in good clothing 
and m ake an entirely different appear­ 
ance from th a t presented when working 
about their Imats. 
These craft are all 
good boats, well fitted out and carefully 
looked a fter and kept up. despite the hard 
work they are put to, and are owned by 
the fishermen. 
Tlw lobster season la about over f 
this year, as few a**e now being caught. 
The close season will begin November IS, 
and already some of the Greeks have giv­ 
en up fishing, as there is little money in 
it. 
Some have gone away- for a vaca­ 
tion. and some have gone back to their 
native country to visit friends, as they 
occasionally do.

be sure, the Boston E levated railroad 
has offered 10,000 tons of soft coal to 
be sold at a low’ price and M ayor Col* 
lins’s com m ittee has collected 
about 
$50,(XKI to be used in relieving distress, 
but the tim e is at hand w h en the first 
cold snap w ill bring unspeakable s u f­ 
fering, not only to th e poor in Boston, 
but in all Northern cities. 
R elief m eas­ 
ures. how ever well planned, w ill be but 
a drop In the bucket and the R epubli­ 
can policy o f trust protection 
w ill be 
responsible for the result. 
Already w e 
are told that the death rate from p n eu ­ 
monia has Increased, that schools are 
short of fuel, that th e lives o f the sick 
In m any hospitals are imperilled, and 
that bakers threaten to ad vance th e 
price o f bread on account of th e 
In­ 
creased cost o f production. 
T here is also danger that 
the 
In­ 
creased cost o f coal w ill seriously de­ 
moralize the Industrial activities of the 
S ta te and cause m any men to lose their 
situations Just a t a tim e w h en the cost 
of living is a t the highest. 
T here are 
thousands of plants in M assach u setts 
alone w hich have little or no coal 
on 
hand and w h ose ow ners, if they get 
fuel at all, m u st 
pay for It at a rate 
w hich will pluce their products

great d isadvantage as

to 
those of their larger competitors. Many 
o f the sm aller mills and factories w ill 
be closed altogether aud som e others 
m ay bo run a t a loss, and thousands of 
w age-enrners w ill be throw n out of em ­ 
ployment.

The Jo urn al of Education says: 
“The m anufacturers say 
they 
get a 
greater variety and more popular de­ 
signs than when they are mu de by their 
regulation m aker of designs, and th at it 
is well worth their while to encourage all 
the children to improve their taste in this 
I aga rd, as It afreets the household as well 
aa the child. 
Incidentally, it helps the 
children to earn an honest dollar lit con­ 
nection with school work, which is de­ 
sirable.” 
AA hat the people who rail at fads in 
tie public schools would say to a situa­ 
tion like this, we m n hardly say off-hand. 
As most of these people, however, are apt 
to apply the test of the dollar, presum­ 
ably most of them would acknowledge tho 
propriety an I value of such BM teaching 
as l> ads to the securing of 
the dollar 
through the agency of wall paper designs. 
W hether they would concede any more is 
uncertain. 
However, there are many other direc­ 
tions in which a rt teaching may bring 
forth utilitarian results. ’ even if the dol­ 
lars are not as Immediately forthcoming 
as in the wall paper cities.

In truth, the salva­ 
tion of id! the cotton industry of

th a t the world can make, 
lf we produea 
fine cottons, they must be the finest; lf 
we produce delicate fabrics, the)’ must 
be the most delicate; lf beauty of design 
and pattern 
is called 
for, nothing but 
tho most beautiful will do. 
T hat is tho 
test of the ability of New England to 
keep this Industry—-and It is a test which 
will he remorselessly applied to the fac­ 
t o r i e s in the city of New Bedford. Mana­ 
gers and superintendents and treasurers 
aud hoards of directors might say. or act 
th* 
saying, th at the present conditions 
will last as b u g as they do, and that the 
future must look out for Itself. 
But no

Here in where1 the art Istle training of 
the children of New Bedford has its prac­ 
tical aspect.

signers, capable of high grade work. This 
instruction In the public schools should bo 
supplemented In some other Institution by 
serious and careful work in the same d i­ 
rection. 
E ither In the Textile school or 
some other school the ambitious and ta l­ 
ented pupil should have all the opportun­ 
ity that could possibly be given In a place 
like this. 
And the work should go or* 
year after year, patiently, persistently, 
unremittingly.

low ing information concerning affairs 
in Colombia has been received from a 
reliable authority at Colon: 
“The 
Colombian 
civil 
revolution. 
w ithin the past few weeks, has assum ­ 
ed certain new phases, 
the most note­ 
w orthy of which are the resumption of 
hostilities in 
the interior 
of 
the re­ 
public and tile n a tu re of the attitude of 
the United States governm ent with ref­ 
erence 
to the 
interpretation 
of 
the 
treaty between New Grenada and the 
United States, of 1846. 
W ith regard to the hostilities in the 
Interior, Gen. Uribe Uribe has 
again 
appeared In 
the field and is now said 
to hold the im portant strategic point j 
o f Tenerife, 
on 
the 
Magd'eale river, 
where he 
has mounted cannon. 
The 
river at Tenerife is narrow and transit 
on It is 
completely blocked and 
will 
remain so as long as the revolutionises 
hold their position. 
It will be difficult, 
however, for them to hold Tenertfo un I 
less they are well provisioned with all 
the necessaries of w arfare, as that part 
of 
the 
country 
cannot 
support an 
army. 
If Gen. Uribe 
Urihe succeeds 
in holding 
Tenerife there can be 
no 
communication 
between 
the isthmus 
and the Atlantic coast and Bogota. 
In the m atter of the attitude of 
the 
United States on the isthmus, 
the a r ­ 
rival at Colon of Com mander McLean 
and his subsequent declaration of 
his 
Intention to fulfill the obligations of the 
treaty by 
landing United States m a­ 
rines and bluejackets to m aintain free 
transit 
over the 
railroad caused In­ 
tense irritation In all Colombian circles. 
■where it is not adm itted that the pres­ 
ent situation 
w arran ts 
such 
action. 
This feeling of irritation was further 
intensified when 
a thousand govern­ 
ment troops entering Colon from P a n ­ 
ama 
were forced 
to lay 
aside their 
arms temporarily and travel under t h e 1 


escort of American m arines and blue­ 
jackets. Since 
this 
occurrence 
and 
presum ably having communicated with 
the 
revolutionary 
general 
Herrera, 
Admiral Casey 
of the United 
States 
battleship 
Wisconsin has 
adopted a 
position of the strictest neutrality. The 
American adm iral has notified the gov­ 
ernm ent 
that 
no 
m ilitary employe 
whatever, regardless of rank or arm s 
or am munition will be allowed to travel 
or be conveyed by rail across the Isth­ 
mus without the special permission of 
the American com manding officer. 
It is not easy to describe the extent 
of 
the Colombian ill-feeling resulting 
from these occurrences or the scope of 
the 
privileges the 
Colombians 
have 
lost. This 
Ill-feeling, It 
is believed, 
will result in serious friction having its 
origin in responsible quarters. 
There are clear Indications th at the 
Colombian governm ent is approaching 
a serious crisis with regard to its abil­ 
ity to continue the war.

plish by the boys, under the direction 
and supervision of the capable offi­ 
cers and teachers 
In 
charge. 
The 
very first thing that 
impresses 
one 
upon entering the buildings ami being 
conducted 
by an attendant through 
each room, Is the scrupulous cleanli­ 
ness and precision that prevails ev­ 
erywhere. and is observable In every 
nook and corner of the institution. 
One knows th a t all this cleanliness 
and order mean work for 
somebody 
and visitors are told th a t all of the 
work is done by the boys, under c a re ­ 
ful supervision. 
The floors, staircases, 
reception rooms, dormitories and every 
part of the buildings show the result of 
great painstaking. 
T ruant and unruly 
while enrolled at their home schools, 
the boys here are under strict disci­ 


pline; firm, yet with no visible 
ele­ 
m ents of imprisonm ent. 
They 
are 
tau g h t to do useful work, 
they 
are 
obliged 
to do it well, and the training 
and practice that they 
obtain 
while 
here leave enduring m arks upon their 
whole afterlife. 
This is the testim ony of the superin­ 
tendent of the schools of tills city, and 
of the principals of the schools from 
which the m ajority of the boys came 
to the truant school. 
They testify that 
the moral and educational tone of this 
school is of the last, us well aa the 
advantages of practical training that 
the boys receive. 
These men are In a position to know, 
for they know about the boys* records 
before being sent to tho school, 
and 
have observed the difference In their 
behavior after being released. 
Could these boys have 
the 
came 
privileges of environm ent and tra in ­ 
ing after being returned to their homes 
they would prove to be as good and in­ 
dustrious boys as are found anyw here; 
but because they often lack these s u r­ 
roundings when released 
from 
the 
school, they som etim es lapse into in ­ 
difference and disobedience again. 
Agent 
McDonald of the sta te board 
of education in his report 
upon 
his 
visit to the county tru an t school, has 
only the highest praise for the officers 
and the beneficent work the school is 
doing. 
He speaks not only of the in ­ 
dustrial departm ent, but says that the 
educational work of the school Is of as 
high a standard as that of a n y of the 
city schools. 
He 
congratulates 
the 
m anagem ent upon 
their 
practice 
of 
keeping the blea of im prisonm ent as 


much in the background as possible 
arui developing the best instincts of the 
pupils. Instead of m aking the idea of 
punishm ent so prom inent and odious 
as to m ake the boys worse than they 
were when they came there; a result 
th at is seen in the so-called training 
of m any industrial schools. 
There are now upw ards of 125 in 
m ates o f this institution, and its ca 
parity is taxed alm ost to its full ex 
tent. The 
boys do all kinds of house 
work, 
agricultural 
work, 
m ake 
all 
their own 
clothes, 
and attend school 
four and three-fourths hours a duy. 
An Interesting 
organization, which 
certainly deserves to be counted am ong 
the educational features of the school 
Is the brass band, to which the boys 
esteem It a privilege to belong. 
They 
play surprisingly well, and show that 
this Is one thing at least of 
which 
they do not easily tire. 
They some 
tim es go out to furnish music for en 
(ertainm ents and enjoy this much. 
Mr. McDonald says th a t “if anyone 
thinks th a t the pupils get the 
same 
profit from the other county schools 
he would do well 
to 
visit the 
three 
sc hools and see for himself how much 
better o ff the boys are in the cheapest 
school of the three.” 
The net cost to 
the county of the Middlesex school is 
$11,526.89. 
Though the excellence of this school 
is beyond dispute, of the best, still the 
average boy would rath er not be found 
there; 
for although the m anagem ent 
endeavors to m ake the term of punish­ 
ment for tru an cy and disobedience as 
lenient and 
beneficial 
as 
possible, 
there probably Is not a boy anyw here 
th a t would not rather have his free­ 
dom th an be obliged to live in constant 
restraint, which of course is the prime 
ob lect in bringing the boys there. 
The 
principals of the schools 
from 
which the bad boys are sent, speak in 
highest term s of praise of Mr. W arren, 
the superintendent, and his 
hum ane 
method of conducting the school.

H E N m aking puddings, be sum 
that all the ingredients are ab­ 
solutely fresh.

est suspicion of taint in suet, milk or 
< ggs will be accentuated by the cooking 
process. 
Remember to grease the mold or ba­ 
sin used for baked puddings. 
All b at­ 
ter puddings should be cooked In a hot 
oven, as a slow oven is apt to m a k t 
them heavy. 
The saucepan used for boiled pud­ 
dings should be three-quarters full of 
water. These puddings are best cooked 
in a cloth, though they perhaps look 
Letter if put in a basin or mold. They

cooked lf tied in a cloth. Care m ust b* 
taken to allow room for the pudding to 
swell. 
Remember that pudding cloths bauld 
never be washed with any soap at all. 
They should be sou lied in cold w ater 
and ihen well rinsed in hot and after­ 
ward put in the open air to dry. 
W hen required for use again, put 
into bolling water, wring out and flour 
before using. 
Light puddli gs are better steam ed 
than boiled. 
Use a well greased mold

lent puddings: 
Bachelor's Pudding.—Beat up thro* 
eggs and add them, with flavoring of 
i lemon 
and 
grated 
nutmeg,

ounces each of finely minced apples, 
currants, grated breadcrumbs and two 
ounces of sugar. 
Two or three lumps 
of sugar m ust be rubbed on the rind of 
a -lemon and then dropped into th* 
mixture. 
Mix thoroughly and boil In a 
b u ttei **'I mold for three hours. 
Date Pudding.—Take a q u arter of a 
pound of stoned dates, half a pound of 
suet, bs lf a pound of breadcrumbs, on* 
tablespoonful of sugar, two eggs and 
one cup of milk. Chop suet and date* 
and add other Ingredients. 
Place in a 
buttered basin and boil for three hours. 
San Ju an Pudding.—Take two eggs, 
two ounces of moist sugar, two ounce* 
of butter, one-half pound of flour, a lit­ 
tle milk; beat all together, butter th* 
basin well, pour in one-half pound of 
golden sirup, then fill the basin with 
the mixture. 
Steam two and a half 
hours. 
W he n turned out, th J sirup will 
form a lovely brown crust.
